PART  I 

THE  FIRST  HARYNGTON  LINE 


Line  1. 

1.  Alfred  the  Great,  King  of  England,  871-901,  son  of  King 
Aethelwulf  and  Osburh,  was  born  in  Wantage,  Berkshire,  England,  in 
the  year  849,  and  he  died  28  October  901.  He  married,  868,  Ealhswith 
(or  Alswitha),  who  died  about  905,  the  daughter  of  Earl  Aethelred  of 
Mercia  and  Eadburh.  Alfred  was  one  of  the  greatest  men  in  history. 
He  was  crowned  king  at  Winchester,  871 ;  founded  the  British  Navy, 
organized  the  militia,  compiled  a  code  of  laws,  built  schools  and  monas¬ 
teries,  and  invited  scholars  to  live  at  his  court.  He  was  a  good  scholar 
and  translated  many  books.  ( Anglo-Saxon  Chronicle,  years:  853,  871, 
891,  894,  897,  901  (hereafter  ASC)  ;  Dictionary  of  National  Biography 
(hereafter  DNB),  I  153-162;  Asser,  Life  of  Alfred). 

2.  Edward  I,  the  Elder,  King  of  England,  901-924;  born  875,  died 
924;  married  (3)  919,  Eadgifu,  died  961,  daughter  of  Sigehelm,  Earl 
of  Kent.  ( ASC  924,  925  ;  DNB  I  157). 

3.  Edmund  I,  the  Magnificent,  King  of  England,  940-946,  born  920, 
died  946;  m.  St.  Alfgifu.  (ASC  942,  946;  Hodgkin,  History  of  Eng¬ 
land  Before  the  Norman  Conquest) . 

4.  Edgar,  the  Peaceful,  King  of  England,  959-975,  born  943,  died 
975;  married  965,  Ealfthryth  (or  Elfrida),  born  945,  died  1000,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Earl  Ordgar.  ( ASC  965). 

5.  Aethelred  II,  the  Redeless  (or  the  Unready),  King  of  England, 
979-1016,  born  968,  died  1016;  married  (1)  985,  Alfflaed,  daughter  of 
Thored.  (Cokayne,  New  Rcz'iscd  Complete  Peerage  (hereafter  CP), 
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IV  504,  IX  704.  Generations  1-5:  Thatcher,  321;  Gardiner,  Student’s 
History  of  England,  tables  xxvii-xxix). 

6.  Alfgifu  (Elgiva),  married  (3)  Uchtred,  Earl  of  Northumber¬ 
land,  murdered  1016,  son  of  Siward,  Earl  of  Northumberland.  ( CP 
IV  504,  IX  704;  Sir  John  Balfour  Paul,  Scots  Peerage  (hereafter  SP), 
III  240-241). 

7.  Ealdgyth  (Edith),  married  Maldred  (or  Meldred),  slain  in 
battle,  1045,  Lord  of  Carlisle  and  Allerdale  (and  half-brother  of  Dun¬ 
can,  King  of  Scots,  1034-1040),  son  of  Crinan  the  Thane  and  Bethoc, 
daughter  of  Malcolm  II,  King  of  Scots.  (CP  IV  504,  IX  704;  SP  III 
239-241 ;  Archibald  H.  Dunbar,  Scottish  Kings,  1005-1625,  2nd  ed., 
1906,  pp.  4-5 ;  W.  G.  Searle,  Anglo-Saxon  Bishops,  Kings  and  Nobles, 
370-371,  374-375). 

8.  Gospatric  I,  born  about  1040,  died  1074/5,  Earl  of  Northumber¬ 
land,  1067-1072,  1st  Earl  of  Dunbar,  1072-1075,  Lord  of  Carlisle  and 
Allerdale;  visited  Rome,  1061;  m.  a  sister  of  Edmund.  (CP  IV  504- 
505,  IX  704;  SP  III  241-245;  Surtees  Society,  vol.  51;  Dunbar,  5; 
Searle,  as  above). 

9.  Gunnilda  (Gravela),  sister  of  Waldeve  (Waltheof),  dau.  of 
Gospatric  I,  Earl  of  Dunbar ;  m.  Orm  son  of  Ketel,  Baron  Kendal, 
born  about  1073,  and  was  of  age  in  1094,  in  which  year  he  witnessed 
a  charter  of  Roger  the  Poitevin  (Register  of  St.  Bees,  61 ;  Farrer, 
Pipe  Rolls  of  Lancashire ,  pp.  289-290).  For  his  marriage  portion,  Orm 
son  of  Ketel  received,  with  Gunnilda  (Gravela),  from  her  brother 
Waldeve,  son  of  Earl  Gospatric,  the  manor  of  Seton  and  the  towns  of 
Camberton,  Flemingsby,  and  Craysother.  “Waldeve  son  of  Earl  Gos¬ 
patric  .  .  .  gave  to  Orm  son  of  Ketell,  Seton,  Camberton,  Flemingsby, 
and  Craiksother,  with  Gravela,  his  sister.”  (Chronicle  of  Cumberland, 
in  Register  of  St.  Bees,  493 ;  Victoria  County  History  of  Cumberland, 
I  297-298).  He  appears  to  have  married,  second,  after  1074,  Ebrea, 
called  “matre  mea”  by  Gospatric  in  documents,  but  obviously  he  means 
“step-mother.”  (Children  of  Orm  by  the  second  wife,  Ebrea:  Michael, 
Robert,  Lawrence,  and  Roger).  (Register  of  St.  Bees,  60,  62-64,  248; 
SP  III  239-279,  cf.  240-249;  Symon  of  Durham,  1073-1104;  Jackson, 
Curwens  of  Workington  Hall,  3). 

10.  Gospatric,  of  High  Ireby,  son  and  heir  of  Orm  and  Gunnilda, 
was  lord  of  Workington  in  Coupland,  where  he  died,  1179.  (Hinde, 
Westmoreland  Pipe  Rolls,  p.  167).  He  married  Egeline.  (St.  Bees, 
493).  Gospatric  inherited  the  manor  of  Seton  and  the  towns  of  Cam¬ 
berton,  Craysother,  and  Flemingsby,  and  before  1178,  he  exchanged 
Medilton  in  Lonsdale  with  his  cousin,  William  de  Lancaster  I,  5th 
Baron  of  Kendal,  for  the  latter’s  lands  at  Workington  and  Lamplugh 
in  Coupland.  (Register  of  St.  Bees,  p.  60).  Gospatric  of  High  Ireby 
was  son  of  Orm  son  of  Ketel  son  of  Eldred  the  second  Baron  Kendal. 
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Gospatric  son  of  Orm  received  High  Ireby  from  Alan,  son  and  heir  of 
Waldeve.  {Ibid.).  He  is  usually  called  Gospatric  of  High  Ireby.  Gos¬ 
patric  son  of  Orm  son  of  Ketel  also  gave  a  moiety  of  a  township  in 
the  parish  of  Lamplugh  to  the  monks  of  Holmcultram,  which  was  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  Countess  Cicely  of  Coupland.  But  it  was  regained  by 
Thomas  son  of  Gospatric  in  exchange  for  Waitcroft  in  Flimsby  near 
the  coast.  This  exchange  was  confirmed  by  King  Richard  in  1198,  and 
by  King  John  in  1201.  Kelton  continued  to  be  held  by  the  Workington 
family  as  part  of  the  manor  of  Lamplugh.  Gospatric  also  held  the 
manors  of  Upper  and  Lower  Allithwaite  and  Flookburgh  in  Lanca¬ 
shire.  These  lands  were  later  held  by  his  descendants,  the  Culwens  and 
Curwins  of  Workington.  The  property  of  the  Flemings  in  the  manor 
of  Allithwaite  was  granted  to  the  Copeland  family,  and  about  1280,  was 
transferred  to  Robert  de  Haryngton  of  Aldingham.  Gospatric’s  wife, 
Egeline,  is  mentioned  as  early  as  1145.  There  were  five  younger  sons 
besides  Thomas,  the  heir.  (  VCH  Lane.  VIII  102,  266 ;  Hutchinson,  His¬ 
tory  of  Cumberland ,  II  243;  Transactions  of  the  Cumberland  and  West¬ 
moreland  Antiquarian  Society ,  V  185,  and  vol.  13  of  the  extra  series; 
N.  E.  Hist.  Gen.  Register,  93:  96;  Pipe  Roll,  24  Henry  II;  Register  of 
St.  Bees,  passim.). 

11.  Thomas  of  Workington,  Lord  of  Workington  in  Coupland,  son 
of  Gospatric  of  High  Ireby  and  Egeline,  died  soon  after  13  November 
1200.  His  widow,  Grace,  married,  second,  before  1209/10,  Roger  de 
Beauchamp.  Thomas  son  of  Gospatric  was  a  “munificent  benefactor 
of  religious  houses.”  He  was  a  founder  of  Shap,  and  also  made  grants 
to  Byland,  Calder,  Holmcultram,  and  St.  Bees,  as  well  as  to  Furness 
Abbey.  {Register  of  St.  Bees,  pp.  60,  61,  63,  and  64,  and  notes  for 
those  pages).  He  is  frequently  mentioned  in  the  charters  of  St.  Bees 
(notably  in  charters  numbers  35  to  37,  and  61).  He  was  employed 
in  the  King’s  business,  13  November  1200,  but  died  soon  after  that  date, 
when  Grace,  his  widow,  and  Roger  de  Beauchamp  were  married.  In 
1209,  and  1210,  Grace  is  recorded  as  the  wife  of  Roger  de  Beauchamp. 
“To  this  Thomas  son  of  Gospatric,  one  Roland,  the  son  of  Ughtred  the 
son  of  Fargus  (i.e.  Fergus),  sometime  Lord  of  Galloway,  gave  the 
great  lordship  of  Culwen  in  Galloway  in  Scotland,  in  which  grant  the 
brothers  of  the  said  Thomas, — Alexander  (i.e.  Alan)  and  Gilbert,  sons 
of  Gospatric,  and  Thomas  and  William,  sons  of  the  said  Gilbert,  are 
mentioned  as  witnesses.”  {Register  of  St.  Bees,  p.  92).  Culwen,  now 
called  Colvend,  is  on  the  seacoast  of  Scotland  near  the  mouth  of  the 
river  Urr.  The  family  of  Culwen  later  spelled  the  name  Curwen  in 
England,  and  Curwen  or  Curwin  in  America.  {VCH  Lane.  VIII  266, 
300;  Jackson,  Curwens  of  Workington  Hall,  pp.  1-21  ;  John  F.  Curwen, 
Curwens  of  Workington,  passim.;  Transactions  of  the  Cumberland  and 
Westmoreland  Antiquarian  Society,  V  185;  Hutchinson,  History  of 
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Cumberland,  II  143;  Register  of  St.  Bees,  61-64,  92,  etc.  and  charters 
numbers  35  to  37,  and  61;  and  for  generations  11  to  20:  N.E.H.G. 
Register,  96:  93-94,  120,  307-320.  Note:  Two  children  of  Thomas 
(No.  11)  will  be  mentioned  below,  namely,  Thomas,  Jr.,  and  Ada). 

12.  Thomas  of  Workington,  Jr.,  eldest  son  and  heir  of  Thomas, 
Lord  of  Workington  in  Coupland,  and  his  wife  Grace,  is  said  to  have 
married  a  daughter  of  Robert  de  Vespont.  He  died  without  issue  male, 
leaving  an  only  daughter  and  heiress,  Christine  of  Workington.  The 
Fleming  share  of  the  manor  of  Allithwaite  was  granted  to  the  Cope¬ 
land  family,  and  about  1280,  was  transferred  or  given  to  Thomas  of 
Workington,  Jr.,  who  gave  it  to  his  grandson,  Thomas  de  Harington, 
son  of  Robert  de  Harington  of  Aldingham.  ( Register  of  St.  Bees,  67, 
138,  etc.;  VCH  Lane.  VIII  300;  N.E.H.G.  Register,  96:317-319). 

13.  Christine  of  Workington,  only  child  and  heiress  of  Thomas, 
Jr.,  Lord  of  Workington,  married  Robert  de  Haverington  (See  Charter 
No.  88,  Register  of  St.  Bees),  2nd  Lord  of  Haryngton,  who  lived  about 
1200  to  1279,  son  of  Ulf  (Orsulf  or  Aculf)  de  Haverington,  the  first 
Lord  Haryngton.  The  pedigree  in  the  Plea  Roll  of  1277  (De  Banco 
Roll,  No.  21  m.  43  d., — see  Register  of  St.  Bees,  pp.  116-117,  and  note) 
gives  the  line  of  descent  as  follows :  Orsulf  1 ;  Robert  de  Hafrinctuna2 
(See  Charter  No.  88  as  noted  above)  ;  Thomas  de  Haverington3,  3rd 
Lord ;  Michael  de  Haverington,  Knt.4,  Bailiff  of  Egremont ;  Robert  de 
Haverington,  Knt.5  (See  Charter  No.  89),  fl.  3  November  1292  (the 
date  of  the  last  named  charter,  op.  cit.,  pp.  116-117).  Orsulf  de 
Haverington  held  lands  in  Flimsby  which  Gospatric  (No.  10  above) 
of  High  Ireby,  son  of  Orm,  gave  to  the  prior  of  Carlisle.  The  town 
of  Harrington  is  about  four  and  a  half  miles  from  Whitehaven  in 
Cumberland.  This  place  was  the  inheritance  and  gave  the  name  to  the 
ancient  and  baronial  family  of  Haryngton.  At  a  later  date  the  manor 
came  into  the  possession  of  the  Curwen  family.  The  arms  of  the 
family  of  Haryngton  bear  the  famous  “Haryngton  knot” :  Sable,  a  Fret 
Argent.  Inasmuch  as  the  Curwen  arms  are:  Argent,  Fretty,  Gules,  and 
those  of  the  Ireby  family  are:  Argent,  Fretty,  and  a  Canton,  Sable,  it 
is  evident  that  these  three  families  have  a  common  ancestry,  as,  in  fact, 
we  know  to  be  the  case.  Culwen  (Curwen  or  Curwin),  Ireby,  Working- 
ton,  Haryngton,  and  Radcliffe  all  go  back  to  the  Barons  of  Kendal. 
( VCH  Lane.  VIII  300-301;  N.E.H.G.  Register,  96:  93-94,  120,  307, 
320). 

14.  Thomas  Haverington,  son  of  Robert  and  Christine  (of  Work¬ 
ington)  de  Haverington,  received  about  1280,  the  manor  of  Allithwaite 
from  his  grandfather,  Thomas  of  Workington,  Jr.  ( Register  of  St. 
Bees,  p.  117;  N.E.H.G.  Register,  96:  318;  VCH  Lane.  VIII  102,  301, 
324,  note  29). 

15.  Michael  de  Haverington,  Knt.,  the  son  of  Thomas  de  Haver- 
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ington,  of  Haryngton,  was  Bailiff  of  Egremont,  and  lord  of  the  manor 
of  Allithwaite  in  Cumberland,  and  was  frequently  mentioned  as  a  wit¬ 
ness  in  charters.  ( Register  of  St.  Bees,  p.  117,  etc.). 

16.  Sir  Robert  de  Haverington,  Knt.,  son  of  Michael  de  Haver- 
ington,  Knt.,  lord  of  the  manor  of  Allithwaite,  and  Lord  of  Harington, 
co.  Cumberland,  died  in  1297.  He  witnessed  many  charters,  and,  as 
Robert  de  Haverington,  Knt.,  on  3  November  1292,  he  granted  privi¬ 
leges  by  charter  to  the  churches  at  Murtum  and  Wedaker  ( Register  of 
St.  Bees,  p.  118,  and  see  note  on  page  117).  He  married  his  kins¬ 
woman,  Agnes  de  Cancefield  (Line  2,  No.  16),  who  died  in  1293, 
the  daughter  of  Sir  Richard  de  Cancefield  and  Alyne  de  Fleming,  Lady 
of  Aldingham.  ( Complete  Peerage,  hereafter  CP,  IV  314;  Register  of 
St.  Bees,  pp.  117-118;  VCH  Lane.  VIII  237,  301;  Hutchinson,  Cum¬ 
berland,  II  100). 

17.  Sir  John  de  Haryngton,  Knt.,  Lord  Harington  of  Aldingham 
and  Cancefield,  born  about  1281,  under  age  in  1298,  died  2  July  1347 ; 
married,  first,  Juliana,  daughter  of  Sir  Richard  de  Burlingham,  and 
second,  Joan  (probably  Dacre),  living  in  1336.  Sir  John  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Parliament  in  1324,  served  in  the  Scots  expedition  of  1305 ;  held 
the  manors  of  Harington,  Aldingham,  Cancefield,  Thurnhan,  Turn- 
stall,  Allithwaite,  1334,  Ulverston,  Roshead,  and  Tower.  ( CP  IV  168, 
VI  314-315 ;  VCH  Lane.  VIII  102,  202,  237,  266,  301 ;  Cal.  Inq.  P.M., 
vol.  IX  30;  Banks,  Baronia  Anglica  Concentrata,  244). 

18.  Sir  John  de  Harington,  Knt.,  of  Farleton,  died  1359,  2nd  son 
of  the  2nd  wife  (younger  brother  of  Sir  Robert  de  Harington,  Knt., 
Lord  of  Aldingham  and  Gleaston  Castle,  for  whom  see  CP  VI  316). 
He  held  Farleton  by  the  service  of  a  rose  yearly.  He  married  Katherine 
Banastre,  daughter  of  Sir  Adam  Banastre,  Knt.  (the  latter  was  be¬ 
headed,  1314)  and  Margaret  Holand,  sister  of  Sir  Robert  de  Holand, 
of  Upholland,  co.  Lancaster,  and  widow  of  Sir  John  Blackburn. 
Through  his  wife  he  held  a  portion  of  Bolton-le-Moors,  and  the  manors 
of  Chorley  and  Aighton.  In  1358,  he  went  to  London  in  the  King’s 
service.  In  September  1362,  Henry,  Duke  of  Lancaster,  granted  to 
John  de  Harington  of  Farleton  a  lease  of  the  manor  of  Hornby.  (CP 
VI  314-315;  VCH  Lane.  VII  3,  VIII  202,  301). 

19.  Sir  Nicholas  de  Harington,  of  Farleton,  Melling  Parish,  co. 
Lancaster,  born  1345,  living  1397 ;  married  Isabel  English,  daughter 
of  Sir  William  English  of  Appleby  and  Asby,  co.  Westmoreland,  and 
of  Wolfage  in  Brixworth,  co.  Northampton,  and  his  wife,  Ellen  Daw- 
ney.  Arms  of  English:  Sable,  three  lions  passant  in  pale  Argent.  ( VCH 
Lane.  VIII  202;  for  generations  16  to  20:  N.E.H.G.  Register,  96: 
93-94,  120,  307-320). 

20.  Sir  James  Harington,  Knt.,  of  Blackrod,  co.  Lancaster,  Jus- 
tice-of-the-Peace ;  fought  at  Shrewsbury,  1403,  in  Scotland,  and  at 
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Agincourt,  1415;  married  Ellen  Urswick,  daughter  of  Thomas  Urs- 
wick,  of  Urswick,  Esquire.  Arms  of  Urswick:  Argent,  on  a  band 
Sable,  three  lozengers  of  the  first,  each  charged  with  a  saltire,  Gules. 
(VCH  Lane.  Ill  424,  V  300;  Whitaker,  Richmondshire,  II  251,  for 
the  Harington  pedigree). 

21.  Sir  Richard  Harington,  of  Blackrod  and  Westleigh,  co.  Lan¬ 
caster,  died  1466/7;  married  Elizabeth  Bradshagh  (now  Bradshaw), 
born  1402,  of  Blackrod  in  Westleigh,  daughter  of  Sir  William  Brad¬ 
shagh,  died  1415,  and  granddaughter  of  the  heiress  of  Sir  John  de 
Verdon,  Knt,  in  1437.  ( VCH  Lane.  Ill  424,  V  300;  Inq.  p.m.  1449 
(29  Henry  VI)  of  Margaret  de  Verdon,  died  1436/7,  who  married, 
first,  Sir  Hugh  Bradshagh  (parents  of  Sir  William  Bradshagh)  and  she 
married,  second,  Sir  John  Pilkington,  Knt.  (see  below)  ;  Sir  Henry 
Chauncy,  The  Historical  Antiquities  of  Hertfordshire ,  II  209-212;  Old 
CP  VIII  26  gives  the  father  of  Elizabeth  as  Robert  Bradshagh  vice 
Sir  William  as  above). 

22.  Sir  William  Harington,  died  12  August  1488;  married  1442, 
Elizabeth  Pilkington,  daughter  of  Edmund  Pilkington  and  Elizabeth 
Booth,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Booth,  Knt.,  and  granddaughter  of  Sir 
John  Pilkington,  Knt.  and  his  wife  Margaret  (Verdon)  Bradshagh 
(Inq.  p.m.,  1449,  as  above),  daughter  of  Sir  John  Verdon,  Knt.  Sir 
John  de  Verdon  (or  Verdun)  of  Brisingham,  co.  Norfolk,  and  Brix- 
worth,  co.  Northampton,  son  of  Thomas  de  Verdon  of  the  same,  was 
born  about  1300  (aged  16  years  on  24  June  1316),  and  died  about 
1346.  By  his  first  wife,  Maud,  he  was  father  of  Margaret  (Verdon) 
(Bradshagh)  Pilkington.  Sir  William  Harington’s  sister  Margaret 
married  Sir  Thomas  Pilkington,  slain  1437.  (Old  CP  VIII  26;  VCH 
Lane.  Ill  424,  V  300;  Visitation  of  Lancashire,  1533,  p.  89  note; 
Burke,  Dictionary  of  the  Landed  Gentry,  1847,  II  1042-1043.  For  the 
Pilkington  pedigree  from  the  Escheat  Rolls  in  the  Tower,  see  Chauncy, 
op.  cit.,  II  209-212). 

23.  Sir  James  Harington,  Knt.,  born  1448,  died  26  June  1479,  of 
Wolfage  and  Brixworth,  co.  Northampton,  gent.;  had  license  to  build 
towers  at  Farleton.  He  married  Isabella  Radcliffe  (Line  4,  No.  23), 
died  20  June  1497,  the  daughter  of  Sir  Alexander  Radcliffe  of  Orsdall, 
Knt.  and  Agnes  Harington,  who  died  1490.  ( VCH  Lane.  Ill  424,  IV 
211,  V  300,  VI  194,  VIII  202;  Inq.  p.m.,  14  Nov.  1498;  Berry,  Hert¬ 
fordshire  Families,  109-110;  N.E.H.G.  Register,  50:  31 ;  Burke,  Landed 
Gentry,  1847,  II  1091). 

24.  Alice  Harington,  born  about  1480,  living  1537;  married  about 
16  August  1498,  Ralph  Standish  (Line  8,  No.  22),  q.v. 

25.  Roger  Standish,  Esquire  (Line  8,  No.  23). 

26.  Alice  Standish  (Line  8,  No.  24)  ;  married  James  Prescott  of 
Shevington,  Standish  Parish. 
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27.  Roger  Prescott  (Line  8,  No.  25)  of  Shevington;  married,  23

11.  Thomas  of  Workington  (Line  1,  No.  11),  Lord  of  Working- 
ton,  in  Coupland,  co.  Cumberland,  England,  died  soon  after  13  Novem¬ 
ber  1200;  m.  Grace. 

12.  Ada  of  Workington,  eldest  child  of  Thomas  of  Workington 
and  Grace,  married,  first,  William  le  Fleming5,  of  Furness,  eldest  son 
of  Michael  le  Fleming  II  and  Christian  de  Stainton,  who  was  born 
about  1150,  and  died  in  1203.  He  was  the  Lord  of  the  manor  of  Alding- 
ham  (Muchland,  that  is  to  say,  Michael’s  land),  about  1186-1203.  She 
married,  second,  about  1215,  William  le  Boteler,  who  died  before  20 
November  1233,  Lord  of  Bewsey  in  Warrington,  co.  Lancaster,  son  of 
Richard  le  Boteler  and  Beatrice  of  Warrington;  there  was  no  issue  by 
this  second  marriage.  ( VCH  Lane.  VIII  300;  N.E.H.G.  Register,  96: 
318;  Register  of  St.  Bees,  64  note  and  67  note).  Concerning  the 
mother  of  William  le  Fleming,  Anselm  le  Fleming,  his  brother,  refers 
to  “my  uncle  Bernard  de  Staynton.”  Christian  de  Stainton  was  there¬ 
fore  the  sister  and  heiress  of  Bernard  fitz  Gilbert  and  the  daughter  of 
Gilbert,  Lord  of  Stainton  in  Kendal,  younger  brother  of  William  I  de 
Lancaster,  Baron  of  Kendal.  Christian  de  Stainton’s  husband,  Michael 
le  Fleming  II,  was  Lord  of  Aldingham  in  Furness,  1127,  and  Lord  of 
Urswick.  He  died  in  1186,  the  son  of  Michael  I  le  Fleming,  who  was 
a  landowner  in  Cumberland,  holding  part  of  the  manor  of  Drigg  in 
Coupland,  1125,  and  Lord  of  Aldingham  in  Furness,  co.  Lancaster, 
1127,  and  died  in  1150.  Michael’s  wife  was  a  daughter  of  Robert  de 
Stuteville  III  and  his  wife  Erneberga,  daughter  of  Hugh  fitz  Baldric, 
who  held  the  manors  of  Cottingham  and  Buttercramb,  1086.  ( VCH 
Lane.  VIII  300;  N.E.H.G.  Register,  96:  317-319;  Coucher  Book  of 
Furness  (Chetham  Society),  pp.  78-89;  Register  of  St.  Bees,  99  note; 
Cockersand  Chartulary  (Chetham  Society),  Part  I  p.  765).  Michael  le 
Fleming  II  de  Furness  (d.  1186),  held  the  moiety  of  Furness  and  was, 
as  we  have  seen,  Lord  of  the  manor.  He  held  Bolton  manor,  1127, 
which  he  gave  to  his  daughter  Godith,  whose  descendants  in  the  Cope¬ 
land  family  inherited  it.  Furthermore  he  held  the  manors  of  Bechermet, 
Frissington,  Waddington,  Rottington,  Waddicker,  and  Arlocdon.  But 
his  main  property  consisted  in  the  manors  of  Aldingham  and  Urswick. 
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Aldingham  Parish  manor  (now  Muchland)  in  Furness,  co.  Lancaster, 
consisted  of  20^4  plowlands  (that  is  2050  acres)  in  1127,  as  follows: 
Aldingham,  300,  Leece,  400,  Hart,  100,  Gleaston,  100,  Dendron,  50, 
and  Sunton,  100  (accounting  for  10^4  plowlands  or  1050  acres.)  Most 
of  this  property  was  to  descend  to  the  Haryngton  family.  The  other 
manors  in  Aldingham  which  also  descended  to  the  Haryngton  family, 
were  Bolton,  300  acres,  Stainton,  100,  Fordbottle,  100,  Roose,  300,  and 
Newton,  200,  making  1000  acres  (the  other  10  plowlands).  Michael 
gave  Fordbottle  manor  (100  acres)  to  Furness  Abbey,  1153,  and  ex¬ 
changed  Roose  (300  acres)  for  Bardes  and  Little  Urswick.  Thus  he 
obtained  the  whole  parish  of  Urswick  and  relinquished  what  he  held  in 
Dalton  Parish.  ( VCH  Lane.  VIII  286,  329-330).  (For  the  ancestry 
and  the  descendants  of  the  Fleming  family,  see  Deputy  Keeper's  Report 
(Duchy  of  Lancaster),  xxxvi,  appendix  I  pp.  161-205;  Coucher  Book 
of  Furness,  II  415;  Register  of  St.  Bees,  98  note  and  99;  also  F.  L. 
Weis,  “The  Barony  of  Kendal,”  1954,  57  pp.  in  ms.  from  which  much 
of  the  present  work  is  taken). 

13.  Sir  Michael  le  Fleming  III,  eldest  son  and  heir,  was  born 
about  1197  (aged  six  years  in  1203),  was  living  1219,  and  was  Lord 
of  Aldingham  in  Furness.  He  married  Agatha  of  Ravensworth, 
daughter  of  Henry  Fitz  Hervey  (living  16  March  1212,  of  Ravens¬ 
worth,  Cotherstone,  Hinton,  etc.,  Lord  of  Ravensworth,  co.  York)  and 
his  wife,  Alice,  daughter  of  Ranulf  fitz  Wauter  of  Greystoke.  (For 
Agatha’s  descent  from  Charlemagne,  see  F.  L.  Weis,  Ancestral  Roots, 
Supplement,  1952,  pp.  27-28).  ( CP  V  416  note  d;  De  Banco  Roll,  No. 
54  m.  67;  VCH  Lane.  102,  300-301;  N.E.H.G.  Register,  96:  318). 

14.  Sir  William  le  Fleming,  eldest  son  and  heir,  was  Lord  of 
Aldingham  and  Gleaston  Castle  in  Furness.  Through  his  mother  he 
was  descended  from  Alfred  the  Great  and  Charlemagne,  and  through 
his  father  he  had  two  lines  of  descent  from  the  barons  of  Kendal. 

The  ancestry  of  the  Flemings  of  Aldingham  has  been  traced  by 
Messrs.  Moriarty,  Washington,  and  Jacobus  as  follows:  (1)  Walter  I, 
castellan  of  Lens  and  of  Cambrai,  972-979,  and  was  a  descendant  of 
the  Counts  of  Lens.  (2)  Walter  II,  castellan  of  Cambrai,  d.  1041 ;  m. 
Ermentrude  of  Ostrevant,  evidently  a  kinsman  of  Count  Anselm  I  of 
Ostrevant,  1057.  (3)  Adela,  heiress  of  Walter  and  Ermentrude,  m. 
Hugh  d’Oisy,  castellan  of  Douai.  (4)  Rainer  le  Fleming,  of  Thurleigh, 
co.  Bedford,  1086  (Domesday  tenant  in  chief)  (brother  of  Hugh  le  Flem¬ 
ing,  castellan  of  Cambrai,  1041,  1057,  who  held  Paddington,  co.  Bed¬ 
ford,  1086,  and  m.  Ada  de  Rumigny,  dau.  of  Godfrey  III  de  Rumigny, 
and  10th  in  descent  from  Charlemagne;  Saier  le  Fleming,  d.  before 
1086,  of  Seganhoe  and  Southill,  co.  Bedford;  Walter  le  Fleming,  castel¬ 
lan  of  Douai,  who  held  Wahull  (Odell),  Segenhoe,  Southill,  etc.,  co. 
Bedford,  1086;  and  Winimar  le  Fleming,  1086).  (5)  Michael  I  le 
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Fleming,  d.  1150;  m.  a  dau.  of  Robert  de  Stuteville.  (6)  Michael  le 
Fleming  II,  m.  Christian  de  Stainton.  (7)  William  le  Fleming  (1150- 
1203,  Lord  of  Aldingham;  m.  Ada  de  Workington.  (8)  Sir  Michael 
le  Fleming  III,  b.  about  1197,  living  1219;  m.  Agatha  of  Ravensworth. 
(9)  Sir  William  le  Fleming. 

Sir  William  le  Fleming  held,  among  many  others,  the  manor  of 
Turnham,  which  remained  in  his  family  from  1200  to  1554.  He  was 
a  witness  to  a  Boivill  charter  to  the  monks  of  Furness  with  his  brothers 
Daniel  and  Jordan:  “Hiis  testibus  Willelmo  filio  Michaelis,  Daniele  et 
Jordano  fratribus  suis  .  .  .  etc.”  He  married  Agatha,  who  married, 
second,  Marmaduke  Darell. 

A  pedigree  of  1292  gives  the  following  data:  Michael  de  Furness 
(Michael  le  Fleming  III)  Sir  William  le  Fleming  (his  son)  :  his  chil¬ 
dren  noted  were:  William  le  Fleming,  d.s.p.  ca.  1279  (son  of  Sir 
William)  Alyne,  m.  Richard  de  Cansfield  (eldest  dau.  of  Sir  William) 
Margaret,  m.  Henry  de  Clifton  (youngest  dau.  of  Sir  William). 

15.  Alyne  le  Fleming  (or  Eleanor),  was  the  eventual  heir  of  her 
father  and  brothers,  Lady  of  Aldingham  in  Furness,  1269.  She  mar¬ 
ried  Sir  Richard  Cancefield,  Knt.,  who  died  1282  ( Calendar  of  Inqui¬ 
sitions,  II  258),  Lord  of  Cancefield  and  Farleton,  co.  Lancaster,  son 
of  John  de  Cansfield,  living  in  1251,  and  Joan,  living  in  1235,  daughter 
of  Beatrice  de  Stainford.  Arms  of  Cansfield:  Or,  three  bars  gules,  a 
canton  ermine.  (CP  VI  314;  VCH  Lane.  VIII  102,  202,  237,  301, 
324  note  29;  Coucher  Book  of  Furness  (Chetham  Society),  pp  78-89). 

16.  Agnes  de  Cancefield,  Lady  of  Aldingham,  died  1293.  She 
married  Sir  Robert  de  Haverington,  Knt.  (Line  1,  No.  16),  of 
Haryngton,  co.  Cumberland,  who  died  in  1297.  He  was  Lord  of 
Haryngton  and  Allithwaite,  co.  Cumberland.  (CP  IV  314;  Register  of 
St.  Bees,  117,  etc.;  VCH  Lane.  VIII  301;  Hutchinson,  Cumberland, 
II  100).

(Line  4,  No.  22),  born  1400,  died  June  1476, 
son  of  Sir  John  Radcliffe  of  Ordsall  and  Clemency  Standish,  daughter 
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of  Hugh  Standish,  Esquire,  of  Duxbury.  ( VCH  Lane.  IV  211,  VIII 
200;  Burke,  Landed  Gentry,  1847,  II  1091;  same,  edition  of  1921,  pp. 
1468-1469;  Ancestry  of  John  Barber  White,  1913  (use  with  caution), 
109,  112;  J.  P.  Earwaker,  Sandback,  pp.  3-7). 

22.  Isabella  Radcliffe,  died  20  June  1497 ;  married  Sir  James 
Harington,  Knt.  (Line  1,  No.  23),  born  1448,  died  26  June  1479,  of 
Westleigh,  co.  Lancaster,  and  Wolf  age  and  Brixworth,  co.  Northamp¬ 
ton.  (Inq.  p.  m.,  Ill  40;  VCH  Lane.  Ill  424,  IV  194,  211,  VIII  202; 
Earwaker,  East  Chester,  I  268;  Earwaker,  Sandback,  pp.  6-7;  Visita¬ 
tion  of  Lancaster,  1533,  p.  103;  Weis,  ms.  op.  cit.,  43-49,  151-152,  183- 
184).

1018;  married  about  985/6,  Lambert  I,  the  Bearded,  Count  of  Lou¬ 
vain,  son  of  Regnier  III  of  Hainaut  and  Adele  of  Dagsbourg.  (CP 
I  135). 

7.  Lambert  II  of  Louvain,  born  about  991,  died  after  21  Septem¬ 
ber  1062,  Count  of  Louvain,  1041-1062;  married  Oda,  daughter  of 
Gothelo  I,  died  1044,  Duke  of  Lower  Lorraine.

5.  Arnold  II  of  Flanders,  the  Young,  born  about  961/2,  died  30 
May  987,  Count  of  Flanders,  964-987 ;  married  968,  Rosela  of  Italy, 
born  950/960,  died  7  February  1003,  daughter  of  Berengarius  II,  King 
of  Italy,  and  Willa  of  Arles,  both  descendants  of  Charlemagne. 

6.  Baldwin  IV  of  Flanders,  born  980,  died  30  May  1036,  Count  of 
Flanders,  987-1036,  Count  of  Valenciennes  and  Zealand,  1007-1036; 
married,  first,  1012,  Otgiva  of  Luxembourg,  born  about  995,  died  21 
February  1030,  daughter  of  Frederick  I,  Count  of  Luxembourg,  and 
Ermentrude  of  Gleiberg  (Baldwin  married,  second,  1031,  Alianora  of 
Normandy,  born  about  1010,  daughter  of  Richard  II,  Duke  of  Nor¬ 
mandy,  and  Judith  of  Rennes). 
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7.  Baldwin  V  of  Flanders,  de  Lille,  born  1012,  died  Lille,  1  Sep¬ 
tember  1067,  Count  of  Flanders;  married  1028,  Adele  of  France,  died 
8  January  1079,  daughter  of  Robert  II,  King  of  France,  and  Constance 
of  Arles. 

8.  Matilda  of  Flanders  (or  Maud),  born  1035,  died  3  November 
1083 ;  married  1053,  William  I,  the  Conqueror,  born  Falaise,  1027,  died 
Rouen,  9  September  1087,  Duke  of  Normandy,  King  of  England, 
1066-1087. 

9.  Henry  I  of  England,  called  Beauclerc,  born  1070,  died  1  De¬ 
cember  1135,  King  of  England,  1100-1135  (married  11  November  1100, 
Matilda  of  Scotland,  born  1079,  died  1  May  1118,  daughter  of  Malcolm 
III  of  Scotland,  and  Margaret  of  England,  St.  Margaret  of  Scotland). 

10.  Robert  fitz  Henry  of  Caen  (bastard  son  of  King  Henry  I) 
called  “The  Consul,”  born  1090,  died  Bristol,  31  October  1147,  Earl 
of  Gloucester,  1122-1147;  married  Maud,  daughter  of  Robert  fitz 
Hamon,  Lord  of  Crelly  in  Calverdos,  Baron  of  Thoringni,  and  Sibyl, 
daughter  of  Robert  de  Montgomery,  Earl  of  Shrewsbury. 

11.  Maud  fitz  Robert,  died  29  July  1189;  married  about  1141, 
Ranulf  de  Guernan,  died  16  December  1153,  Viscount  d’Avranches, 
Earl  of  Chester,  son  of  Ranulph  de  Meschines,  Earl  of  Chester,  and 
Lucy. 

12.  Hugh  de  Kevelioc,  born  1147,  died  1181,  Earl  of  Chester;

9.  David  I  of  Scotland,  “the  Saint,”  born  about  1081,  died  at 
Carlisle,  24  May  1154,  King  of  Scots,  23  April  1124-1153;  married 
1113/4,  Maud  of  Huntingdon  (Line  7,  No.  10),  Countess  of  Hunt¬ 
ingdon,  died  1130/1,  daughter  of  Waltheof  and  Judith  of  Lens.  (Searle, 
370-371,  374-375). 

10.  Henry  of  Huntingdon,  born  1114,  died  12  June  1152,  Earl  of 
Northumberland  and  Huntingdon;  married  1139,  Ada  de  Warenne, 
died  1178,  daughter  of  William  de  Warenne  and  Isabel  de  Vermandois, 
the  latter  a  descendant  of  Charlemagne,  though  William  de  Warenne’s 
maternal  ancestry  is  unknown.  {Ibid.;  CP  XII  492-495). 

11.  William  the  Lion,  King  of  Scots,  9  December  1165-1214, 
born  1143,  died  at  Stirling,  4  December  1214;  he  married  Ermengarde 
de  Beaumont,  but  left  no  legitimate  issue.  {CP  IV  670  chart  iv,  VII 
644-645;  SP  I  4;  Gardiner,  216).  (For  24  generations  of  the  Kings 
of  Scotland,  see:  Weis,  Ancestral  Roots  of  Sixty  Colonists,  1950,  Line 
170:  1  to  24,  pages  132-135.) 

12.  Isabel  of  Scotland  (bastard  daughter  of  William  the  Lion  by 
Isabel,  daughter  of  Richard  and  Sibyl  A  venal)  ;  married,  first,  1183, 
Robert  de  Brus,  died  1191  (s.p.  this  marriage)  ;  married,  second,  1191, 
Robert  de  Ros,  died  before  23  December  1226,  of  Helmsley  in  Holder- 
ness,  co.  York,  Magna  Charta  Surety,  1215,  Knight  Templar,  grandson 
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of  Robert  de  Ros  and  Sibyl  de  Valognes.  (CP  XI  90-93;  SP  I  4; 
Banks  I  377;  DNB  45:  216-219). 

13.  Sir  William  de  Ros,  died  about  1264,  of  Helmsley,  M.P., 
1235/6;  married  Lucy  fitz  Piers,  daughter  of  Piers  fitz  Herbert  of 
Brecknock,  Wales,  and  a  descendant  of  Llewellyn,  Prince  of  North 
Wales.  (CP  XI  93-94). 

14.  Sir  William  de  Ros,  of  Ingmanthorpe,  third  son,  served  in 
Scotland,  1257-1258,  and  in  Gascony,  1294,  died  about  28  May  1310; 
married  1268,  Eustache,  widow  of  Sir  Nicholas  de  Cauntelo,  daughter 
and  heiress  of  Ralph  fitz  Hugh,  son  of  Hugh  fitz  Ralph,  by  Agnes, 
daughter  of  Ralph  de  Greasley.  (CP  XI  117-118). 

15.  Lucy  de  Ros,  married  Sir  Robert  de  Plumpton  of  Plumpton, 
Knt.,  1307,  died  1325,  of  an  ancient  family  settled  in  Yorkshire  since 
the  time  of  the  Norman  Conquest,  1066.  (CP  XI  117-118;  York 
Deeds,  York  Record  Society,  V  273,  306;  W.  T.  Lancaster,  Early 
History  of  the  Ingilby  Family,  1918;  Foster,  Visitations  of  Yorkshire, 
1584/5  and  1612,  Plumpton  of  Plumpton,  p.  386). 

16.  Sir  William  de  Plumpton,  Knt.,  of  Plumpton,  knighted,  1340; 
founded  a  chantry  at  Ripon,  1364,  Knight  of  the  Shire  of  York,  1350; 
High  Sheriff  of  Yorkshire,  1353,  died  1362;  married,  first,  about  1330, 
Alice  de  Swillington  (ms.  dated  1487)  ;  married,  second,  about  1338, 
Christian  Mowbray,  died  1365,  widow  of  Richard  de  Emildon,  aider- 
man  of  Newcastle.  (Joseph  Foster,  Pedigrees  of  the  County  Families 
of  Yorkshire,  London,  1874,  vol  II,  West  Riding,  see  Plumpton  of 
Plumpton). 

17.  Alice  de  Plumpton  (by  the  second  wife),  living  21  March 
1400;  married,  first,  1352,  Sir  Richard  Shireburne,  Knt.,  of  Aighton, 
died  1361,  son  of  Sir  John  Shireburne;  married,  second,  1374,  Sir 
John  Boteler  of  Bewsey  in  Warrington,  co.  Lancaster,  died  1400,  son 
of  William  le  Boteler  of  Bewsey  and  Elizabeth  de  Havering,  daughter 
of  Nicholas  de  Havering.  Sir  John  Boteler  was  M.P.,  1366,  1372, 
1376-1378,  1380,  Knight  of  the  Shire  of  Lancaster,  1388,  1396-1398, 
Baron  of  Warrington,  1380-1400,  fought  at  Gascony,  1369-1370,  and 
in  Aquitaine,  1372-1373.  (VCH  Lane.  I  345,  IV  143,  VII  4-5;  Foster, 
386). 

18.  Alice  Boteler,  died  27  February  1441/5;  married  John  Gerard 
of  Kingsley  and  Bryn,  born  1386,  died  6  November  1431,  Lord  of  the 
manors  of  Kingsley  and  Bryn,  1416-1431,  eldest  son  of  Sir  Thomas 
and  Isabel  Gerard  of  Bryn.  (Inq.  p.  m.  10  Henry  VI;  VCH  Lane. 
IV  143). 

19.  Constance  Gerard,  born  1402,  living  1468;  married  about 
1421/3,  Sir  Alexander  de  Standish  of  Standish,  died  1445,  eldest  son 
of  Lawrence  and  Lora  (Pilkington)  Standish.  (Marriage  settlement 
between  Lawrence  de  Standish  and  John  Gerard  of  Bryn  that  Alex- 
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ander  his  son  shall  marry  Constance,  daughter  of  the  said  John  Gerard, 
in  Earwaker,  The  Standish  Family  of  Standish  .  .  .  Charters  and 
Deeds,  Manchester,  1898,  No.  Ill,  page  40;  VCH  Lane.  VI  194). 

20.  Ralph  Standish  of  Standish,  Esq.,  eldest  son,  born  about  1424, 
living  1468;  married  Margaret  Radcliffe,  died  1476,  daughter  of  Rich¬ 
ard  Radcliffe  of  Chadderton.  (Ralph  de  Standish  and  his  wife  partici¬ 
pate  in  the  division  of  the  manor  of  Chadderton,  formerly  belonging 
to  Sir  John  Radcliffe,  Knt.,  dated  1454/5.  Earwaker,  op.  cit.,  No.  139, 
p.  48;  VCH  Lane.  VI  194). 

21.  Sir  Alexander  Standish,  Knt.,  of  Standish,  eldest  son, 
knighted  for  distinguished  service  at  the  battle  of  Hutton  Field,  Scot¬ 
land,  1482.  He  was  born  1452,  and  died  in  1507.  He  married,  Sibyl  de 
Bold,  a  widow  in  1507,  the  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Bold  of  Bold. 
(Ralph  de  Standish  contracts  for  the  marriage  of  his  son  and  heir, 
Alexander  de  Standish,  with  Sibyl,  daughter  of  Henry  Bold,  Esquire, 
of  Bold.  This  was  apparently  a  child  marriage.  Earwaker,  No.  135, 
p.  47;  VCH  Lane.  VI  194-195). 

22.  Ralph  Standish  of  Standish,  Esquire,  eldest  son  and  heir  of 
Sir  Alexander  Standish  of  Standish,  Knt.,  and  Sibyl  de  Bold,  daughter 
of  Sir  Henry  de  Bold  of  Bold,  Knt.,  was  born  about  1479  (aged  28 
years  in  1507),  and  he  died  in  1538.  He  married  about  16  August  1498, 
Alice  Harington  (Line  1,  No.  24),  born  about  1480,  and  she  was 
living  in  1537.  ( VCH  Lane.  Ill  424,  VI  194-195,  VIII  202;  J.  P. 
Earwaker,  East  Chester,  I  268;  Inq.  p.  m.,  Sir  James  Harington,  14 
Nov.  1498;  Publications  of  the  Chetham  Society,  vol.  98  (1876): 
Visitations  of  Lancashire,  1533 ;  J.  P.  Earwaker:  The  Standish  Family 
of  Standish  and  Duxhury,  County  Lancaster  (apparently  printed  in 
series  in  a  local  newspaper),  Manchester,  England,  1898  (there  is  a 
copy  at  the  N.E. Hist. Gen. Soc.  in  Boston),  pp.  90;  marriage  contract 
between  Alice,  daughter  of  Sir  James  Harington,  Knt.,  and  Ralph,  son 
of  Sir  Alexander  Standish,  dated  16  August  1498,  Earwaker  deed 
number  182,  page  61 ;  confirmation  deed  naming  sons  of  Ralph 
Standish  of  Standish  as  Alexander,  George,  and  Roger,  dated  24  Mar. 
1513/4  (4  Henry  VIII),  Earwaker  No.  218,  p.  65.  Children  of  Ralph 
and  Alice  (Harington)  Standish:  Alexander,  son  and  heir,  m.  1518, 
Anne  Molyneux,  dau.  of  Sir  William  Molyneux,  Knt.  of  Sefton  (who 
was  succeeded  by  his  second  son,  Edward  Standish,  builder  of  Standish 
Hall,  and  is  mentioned  in  Roger  Prescott's  will,  1594)  ;  George,  second 
son ;  Roger,  third  son ;  Agnes,  m.  Thomas  Ashton  of  Croston ;  Anne, 
m.  Sir  John  Holcroft ;  Jane,  m.  James  Bradshagh  of  Haigh.  The  will 
of  Ralph  Standish  of  Standish,  Esq.,  who  d.  1538  (39  Henry  VIII), 
made  16  Aug.  1534  (26  Henry  VIII),  mentions  son  and  heir  Alex¬ 
ander,  two  daus.  (deceased),  and  three  granddaus. ;  wife  Alice;  other 
children  and  grandchildren  of  whom  several  were  then  living  were 
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not  mentioned — perhaps  having  been  provided  for  by  other  means ; 
Inq.  p.  m.,  1539,  Earwaker,  no.  299,  p.  75.  Visitations  of  Lancashire, 
1572,  p.  102  omits  the  two  younger  sons  of  Ralph,  and  shows  interest 
only  in  (eldest  son)  Alexander’s  descendants,  Roger’s  male  heirs  hav¬ 
ing  removed  from  the  county.  Burke,  Landed  Gentry,  II  1280,  merely 
follows  the  Visitation  of  1572,  not  bothering  about  Roger  of  whom  it 
knows  nothing.  See  also  the  Rev.  John  Holding’s  ms.  pedigree  of 
Standish  of  Standish  in  the  Lancaster  Collection  in  the  Lancaster  Town 
Library,  Lancaster,  Massachusetts.  For  the  most  complete  account, 
see  Frederick  L.  Weis,  “The  Families  of  Standish  of  Standish  and 
Prescott  of  Standish,  Shevington  and  Coppull,  in  the  Parish  of  Stand¬ 
ish,  Lancashire,  England,”  1948  (ms.  pp.  203),  cf.  43-49,  53-54,  com¬ 
posed  while  the  writer  was  minister  of  the  First  Church  of  Christ  in 
Lancaster,  1929-1951,  (of  which  John  Prescott  was  a  founder),  Cura¬ 
tor  of  the  Lancaster  Collection,  Trustee  of  the  Lancaster  Town  Library, 
and  Chairman  of  the  Board,  1935-1951.  This  work  uses  the  400  deeds 
and  charters,  inquisitions  and  marriage  settlements,  of  West,  Earwaker, 
Mrs.  Tempest,  and  Porteus,  the  Victoria  County  History  of  Lancaster 
(8  vols.),  Baine,  and  the  Rev.  John  Holding.  Copies  of  this  ms.  may 
be  found  at  the  American  Antiquarian  Society  in  Worcester  and  the 
New  England  Historic-Genealogical  Society  in  Boston). 

23.  Roger  Standish,  Esq.,  of  Standish,  co.  Lancaster,  is  mentioned 
(in  Earwaker,  op.  cit.,  confirmation  deed,  No.  218,  p.  65,  dated  24  March 
1513/4)  as  the  third  son  of  Ralph  Standish  of  Standish,  Esquire  (No. 
22  above).  The  Visitation  of  Berkshire,  A.D.,  1566,  under  “Standyshe 
of  Wantage”  gives  the  following  pedigree:  “Roger  Standyshe  of 
Standyshe,  co.  Lane.,  Esq.  had  issue, — Rauffe,  his  eldest  son  and  heir; 

and  three  das.,  whereof  one  mar.  to - Prescotte,  and  another  mar. 

to - Barnes.”  (Weis,  ms.  op.  cit.,  pp.  53-54;  Genealogist  (of  Lon¬ 

don)  II  106,  varies  somewhat,  but  the  facts  are  the  same.  Roger’s 
children  were:  Ralph  Standish,  gent.,  of  Napton-on-the-Hill,  co.  War¬ 
wick,  m.  Alice  Blackwell,  dau.  of  Thomas  Blackwell  of  Wormleyton, 
co.  Warwick,  gent,  (issue:  William;  Richard  Standish  of  Wantage,  co. 
Berks,  m.  Jane  Stamp,  dau.  of  John  Stamp  of  Chorley;  Thomas; 
Roger;  Agnes;  Isabel);  Alice  Standish,  buried  at  Standish,  1564,  m. 
James  Prescott  of  Shevington,  Standish  and  Coppull  and  left  issue  (see 

below)  ;  a  dau.  m. - Barnes ;  and  another  dau.  For  charts  of  more 

than  500  ancestors  of  Roger  Standish  of  Standish,  Esq.,  see  Weis, 
ms.  op.  cit.,  pp.  151-200.  Note:  There  was  another  Roger  Standish, 
of  Park  Brook  in  Shevington,  son  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  Standish, 
not  to  be  confused  with  the  Roger  Standish,  Esq.  of  the  elder  line, 
much  younger  and  he  did  not  bear  the  title  of  Esquire.  Regarding 
Roger  Standish  of  Park  Brook,  see  Weis,  ms.  op.  cit.,  p.  51;  VCH 
Lane.  VI  200  note;  Earwaker,  deeds  217,  276,  311,  315,  316.  These 
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give  the  lineage  of  Roger  of  Park  Brook  as  son  of  Thomas,  son  of 
Lawrence,  son  of  the  widow  Jane.  This  Roger  of  Park  Brook  is 
much  too  young  to  have  been  the  father  of  Alice  (Standish)  Prescott 
who  died  in  1564,  cf.  Earwaker,  deeds  276  and  308). 

24.  Alice  Standish,  buried  at  Standish,  1564;  married  James 
Prescott  of  Standish,  Shevington  and  Coppull,  co.  Lancaster,  born 
about  1508,  died  1588,  son  of  William  and  Alice  Prescott.  The  Visi¬ 
tation  of  Berkshire ,  1566, — a  contemporary  record,  explicitly  states  that 
she  was  a  daughter  of  Roger  Standish,  Esq.  (Weis,  ms.  op.  cit.,  pp. 
58-60,  and  the  pedigrees  of  Standish  of  Standish  and  Prescott  of 
Prescott  in  the  Lancaster  Town  Library  compiled  from  records,  deeds, 
and  wills,  by  the  Rev  John  Holding  of  Stotford,  Baldock,  Herts.,  1902. 
Children  of  James  and  Alice  (Standish)  Prescott:  James,  gent.,  of 
Driby,  co.  Lincoln,  m.  ( 1 )  Alice  Molyneux,  both  buried  in  Driby  church 
with  the  arms  of  Prescott  and  Molyneux ;  Roger,  see  below ;  Ralph, 
b.  1571;  Robert,  m.  (1)  Ellen,  m.  (2)  Elizabeth  Nightingale;  William 
of  Coppull,  Standish  Parish,  bur.  at  Standish,  1605,  m.  (1)  Margaret, 
m.  (2)  Matilda  Holt — left  a  distinguished  posterity;  Ellen,  m.  Edward 
Wynnard;  Alice,  m.  Henry  Greenhalgh;  Richard,  bur.  at  Wigan,  1584; 
Anne,  d.  Wigan,  1602 ;  Joanna,  m.  Roger  Rigby  (a  Lancaster,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  name)  ;  John,  youngest  son,  of  Sutterby  manor,  co.  Lincoln, 
m.  (1)  Margaret,  m.  (2)  Anne,  d.  1608). 

25.  Roger  Prescott,  second  son,  of  Shevington,  died  September 
1594,  will  made  26  September  1594;  married,  first,  Elizabeth;  married, 
second,  23  August  1568,  Ellen  Shaw  of  Standish.  Will  of  Roger 
Prescott : 

Roger  Prescott  of  Shevington  in  the  Parish  of  Standish,  co.  Lancas¬ 
ter,  made  his  will,  26  September  1594:  To  be  buried  in  the  parish 
church  of  Standish.  Wife  Elen ;  son  Ralph ;  nephew  Alexander  Wyn¬ 
nard  ;  daughters  Isabel,  Ellen  and  Anne.  Appoints  his  son  Ralph  and 
nephew  Alexander  Wynnard  executors,  and  requests  his  good  master 
the  Right  Worshipful  Edward  Standish,  Esq.,  and  Alexander  Standish, 
his  son  and  heir  apparent,  to  be  his  supervisors.

Helen,  bapt.  Standish  Parish,  3  Mar.  1564;  Lawrence,  bapt.  23  Sept. 
1566  (eldest  son,  not  in  his  father’s  will)  ;  by  2nd  wife,  Ellen  Shaw: 
Anne,  bapt.  Standish  Parish,  28  Aug.  1569;  Ralph  (b.  ca.  1571/2,  see 
below);  Isabell,  bapt.  11  Mar.  1575. 
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26.  Ralph  Prescott,  of  Shevington  in  Standish  Parish,  only  son 
of  Roger  and  Ellen  (Shaw)  Prescott;  mentioned  in  his  father’s  will 
and  co-executor  with  his  mother,  1594;  born  about  1571/2,  though  the 
baptism  is  not  found  on  the  Standish  Parish  register,  died  1608/9; 
married  Helen,  living  1608. 

Will  of  Ralph  Prescotte  of  Shevington  in  the  Parish  of  Standish: 
Testator  by  his  will  dated  7th  December  1608  divided  his  estate  into 
three  parts ;  the  first  he  reserved  to  himself ;  the  second  to  his  wife 
Elene;  and  the  third  part  equally  among  his  children  (no  names  given). 
Out  of  the  part  reserved  to  himself,  Testator  leaves  legacies  to  his 
three  youngest  daughters,  Elene,  Alice  and  Cecille,  and  if  it  pleases  his 
wife  he  desired  her  to  leave  her  share  to  his  son  John. 

Executors  appointed — his  wife  Elene,  Gefforie  Prescott,  and  Alex¬ 
ander  Wynnerde. 

He  also  appointed  Alexander  Standyshe  of  Woolston,  Esquire,  and 
Raffe  Standishe  of  Standyshe,  Esquire,  Overseers  of  his  will.

Edward  Rigbie,  son  of  Thomas  Rigbie. 

The  inventory  was  appraised  by  John  Dycconson,  James  Rigbye, 
Peter  Fysher,  Alexander  Shaw,  and  William  Bradshaw,  filed  12th  of 
January  1608/9,  valued  at  £117.2.4. 

The  will  was  proved  at  Chester,  24th  January,  1608/9.  (Weis,  ms. 
op.  cit.,  pp.  78-79 ;  Prescott  Memorial,  pp.  33-34.  Children :  Elene, 
bapt.  Standish  Parish,  1  Oct.  1593;  Roger,  bapt.  10  Oct.  1594  (eldest 
son,  was  the  Governor  of  the  Standish  Grammar  School,  1620;  re¬ 
moved  to  Wigan,  was  living  1659  (not  mentioned  in  his  father’s  will, 
thus  undoubtedly  otherwise  provided  for)  ;  Alice,  bapt.  7  Feb.  1598; 
Cecillia,  bapt.  16  Oct.  1602;  John  (see  below),  b.  ca.  1604 — his  baptism 
is  missing  because  of  a  break  in  the  parish  records  from  1602  to  1610). 

27.  John  Prescott  (the  younger  son  of  Ralph  and  Helen  Prescott), 
the  Founder  of  Lancaster,  Massachusetts,  1645,  was  born  in  Standish 
Parish,  Lancashire,  England,  about  1604  (no  baptismal  record  because 
of  a  break  in  the  Standish  Parish  records,  but  he  was  named  in  his 
father’s  will,  1608);  made  his  own  will,  1673,  proved  4  April  1682; 
died  at  Lancaster,  Massachusetts,  December  1681,  and  was  buried  in 
the  Old  Settlers’  Burial  Field  there.  He  married,  in  Halifax  Parish, 
Yorkshire,  England,  11  April  1629,  Mary  Platts,  baptized  at  Sowerby, 
Halifax  Parish,  15  March  1606/7,  the  daughter  of  James  and  Martha 
(Ainsworth)  Platts,  alias  Gawkroger.  (There  were  several  Platts 
families  in  Wigan  at  the  time  of  her  marriage,  probably  related  to  her 
distantly,  but  her  marriage  to  John  Prescott  took  place  in  Sowerby 
rather  than  at  Wigan  as  has  frequently  been  stated,  and  as  Mr.  Henry 
S.  Nourse  declares,  probably  gleaned  from  the  Prescott  Memorial. 
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The  Ancestry  of  John  Barber  White,  generally  reliable  as  to  New 
England  families,  though  not  always  so  reliable  as  to  their  English 
origins,  states  on  page  131,  the  baptismal  record  as  given  above,  and 
that  she  was  the  daughter  of  James  and  Martha  (Ainsworth)  Platts, 
and  that  Samuel  Platts  of  Rowley,  Massachusetts  was  “known  as  the 
brother  of  Mary,  wife  of  John  Prescott.”  (No  authorities  stated). 
Mrs.  Winifred  Lovering  Holman  believes  that  Mary  Prescott’s  parents 
were  probably  Abraham  and  Martha  (Riley)  Gawkroger.  This  chal¬ 
lenge  of  her  paternity  may  come  from  the  age  given  in  her  deposition 
of  1678.  Surely  one  ought  to  know  one’s  own  age,  yet  grave  stones, 
ships’  passenger  lists,  and  even  the  most  solemn  documents  are  often 
notoriously  fallible  in  respect  to  the  correct  age  of  deponents,  especially 
when  the  clerk  may  be  hard  of  hearing  or  his  hastily  written 
notes  happen  to  be  so  illegible  that  when  he  makes  a  smooth  copy 
serious  errors  often  occur.  The  Wigan,  Lancashire,  vital  records  have 
been  printed  down  to  1624).  She  was  living  in  1678,  for  in  that  year 
she  made  a  deposition  regarding  members  of  the  Farrer  family  of 
Lancaster,  whom  she  had  known  in  her  girlhood  at  Halifax,  Yorkshire.

Deposition  of  Mary  Prescott,  dated  1678.  “The  Testimoney  of 
Mary  Prescott  aged  66  yeares  or  thereabout1  Sayeth  that  the  first 
wife  of  Jacob  Farror  Senr.2  Late  of  Lancaster  deceased  lived  with 
her  uncle  and  she  marrying  Contrary  to  his  mind  and  So  he  would 
not  give  her  a  portion  but  Said  he  would  give  to  her  first  child 
(which  was  Jacob  Farror  late  deceased)3  the  Sume  of  forty  pounds 
in  mony:  and  the  sd  Deponent  hath  often  heard  that  sd  Jacob  Farror 
Senr  received  the  same  for  the  use  of  his  Sone  Jacob:  when  he  came 
to  New  England:  that  I  can  testifie  upon  oath

The  above  deposition  of  Mary  Prescott  absolutely  identifies  her 
husband,  John  Prescott  of  Lancaster,  Massachusetts,  with  Halifax,

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Yorkshire,  England,  where  several  of  their  children  were  born  and 
where  at  least  two  died,  while  the  will  of  his  father  identifies  him  with 
the  Prescott  and  Standish  families  of  Standish  Parish,  Lancashire, 
England.  Moreover,  this  identification  is  further  strongly  emphasized 
by  the  many  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  families,  such  as  the  Rigbys, 
Farrers,  Athertons,  Houghtons,  Fairbanks  and  others  who  settled 
in  Lancaster,  Massachusetts,  and  who  always  looked  upon  John  Prescott 
as  their  countryman  and  their  natural  leader.  Halifax  is  about  thirty 
miles  as  the  crow  flies  from  Standish,  Lancashire. 

John  Prescott  sold  his  lands  in  Shevington,  Standish  Parish, 
Lancashire  (the  Reverend  John  Holding  believed  he  had  found  such 
a  deed  to  one  of  Mr.  Prescott’s  relatives),  and  he  removed  to  Halifax 
where  he  married  and  where  his  first  five  children  were  born.  We  are 
told  that  he  next  went  to  the  Barbadoes,  1638,  where  he  owned  land 
as  proved  by  an  old  record  there.  In  1640,  he  came  to  New  England, 
landed  at  Boston,  and  settled  at  Watertown,  where  he  had  grants  of 
land  amounting  to  126  acres.  With  Dr.  Robert  Child  and  others 
he  petitioned  for  a  wider  franchise,  and  thereby  forfeited  the  good 
graces  of  Governor  John  Winthrop.  For  this  reason,  probably,  he 
purchased  land  at  the  frontier  plantation  which  later  became  the  town 
of  Lancaster,  Massachusetts.  The  inhabitants  of  this  plantation  on 
the  Nashua  River  in  their  first  petition  for  a  township,  asked  that  it 
might  be  called  Prescott  in  honor  of  their  first  citizen,  “and  the  House 
of  Deputies  in  1652  marked  it  by  incorporative  enactment  with  his 
name — Prescott” ;  but  Governor  Winthrop  would  not  allow  this.  (H.  S. 
Nourse,  Military  Annals  of  Lancaster,  1889,  page  340,  top).  “There 
was  a  year’s  delay,  and  in  1653,  .  .  .  Prescott  was  expunged  from  the 
Court’s  grant,  and  Lancaster  began  its  history.”  (Ibid.).  Thus  a 
compromise  was  made  in  favor  of  the  name  Lancaster,  the  English 
county  from  which  so  many  of  the  founders  of  this  frontier  settlement 
had  come.  This  was  allowed,  and  on  18  May  1653,  the  town  was  so 
named. 

Mr.  Prescott  was  the  first  signer  of  the  Church  and  Town  covenant, 
1652.  He  served  in  Garrison  at  Lancaster  against  the  Indians  at  the 
time  of  the  great  massacre,  10  February  1675/6  (Society  of  Colonial 
Wars,  Index  of  Ancestors,  1922,  page  384).  By  far  the  best  account 
of  the  life  of  John  Prescott  is  still  that  of  Henry  Stedman  Nourse,  A.M. 
(in  his  Military  Annals  of  Lancaster,  1889,  pages  339  to  366). 

Through  the  eight  lines  given  above,  each  of  the  children  of  John 
and  Mary  (Platts)  Prescott  have  eight  lines  of  descent  from  King 
Alfred  the  Great.
